With regard to instant claim 26, claim 26 of the patent requires that the pocket be "substantially disc shaped', it is the examiner's veiw that 
this would clearly produce a "peripheral edge of the corneal flap (e.g. the interior of the pocket) forms a substantially three hundred sixty 
degree arc..." (parenthetical comments added). Similarly, with respect to instant claim 27, patent claim 28, which depends from claims 
27, 26, and 23 in succession, requires that a plurality of incisions, which creat a plurality of pockets (which are disc shaped and located at 
the center of the cornea, as required by claims 27 and 26 of the patent), would produce the claimed third and fourth internal surfaces. 
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
